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Favors Termination of 
Teachers’ Contracts 


Edmonton, Feb. 4—Termination of 
teachers’ contracts on thirty days’ 
notice by either board or teachel was 
requested by delegates at the closing 
session of the annual convention of 
the Alberta School Trustees’ Associ- 
ation, Friday afternoon. 

Selection of the scene of the 1934 
convention was left in the hands of | 
the executive which is to consider 
invtations from Edmonton, Calgary, 
Lethbridge, Drumheller and Stettler. 

Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
education, in answering a question 
at the afternoon session, said the 
department was investigating the 
feasibility of giving mail courses at 
cost to high school students who 
were unable to attend these schools. 

The delegates rejected a_ resolu-, 
tion which proposed that the gov- 
ernment supply free text books for 
Grades VII. and VIII. 

Dealing with teachers’ 
the delegates approved resolutions 
from Norbuck, Sentinel and Spruce 
Conlee districts which asked that 
the contracts be terminated at ny 
time during the year, except during 
July and August by thirty days’ 
written notice from the board or 
teachers. 


Resolutions from Acadia Valley, 
Kinsella, Allister and Arm Lake 
school districts said contracts 


should terminate upon either party 
giving the. other thirty days’ notice. 

Under the act now in force, notice 
must be given during June or a con- 
tract may lapse by mutual consent 
during the year. If a teacher wishes 
to give notice .during some other 
month of the year outside of June, 
then the permission of the inspector 
must be obtained. 

Teachers would be allowed a maxi- 
mum of fifteen days’ salary for the 
time during which the school was 
closed on. account. of’ sickness or

From Macleod school 
came a resolution which was passed 
by the convention. This provided 
that in grades IX, X, XI and xt! 
School boards should have the right 
to charge high school pupils a _ fee 
not exceeding $3 a month, leaving it 
to the discretion of ithe board to 
decide whether students should be 
allowed to attend after having  fail- 
ed to pay fees for thee consecutive | 
mcnths. 

The provincial government was ask- 
ed to supply sufficient copies of 
grade VHI examination papers to 
meet each school’s requirements. An- 
other resoluticn which was passed 
asked that inspectors be required to 
make typewritten reports to school 
beards. 

Changing of the term “elector” to 
“resident-ratepayers’ was: favored 
in another of the resolutions adopt- 
ed. A “resident ratepayer” would 
include members of the family, such 
as the wife, sons and daughters 
more than 21 years of age and 
grand-parents. 

Power for the minister of educa- 
tion, at his discretion, to relieve any 
school district) from the necessity , 
of having to report tax arrears to 
the municipal distnict, was urged 
in another resolution passed by the’ 
convention. 

Under another resolution the min- 
ister of education was asked to in- 
troduce legislation at the coming 
session of the house to require 
punctuality as well as regularity of 
attendance at school. 

Boards of school trustees were 
asked to pledge themselves in mak- 
ing appointments to staffs, to give 
preference to non-users of tobacco 
and alcohol, all other considerations 
being equal, in another resolution.

Ottawa, Feb. 7.—A significant and 
suggestive departure is the construc- 
tion placed upon the government’s ac- 
ceptance in the house on Monday of 
the U.F.A. resolution for an inquiry 
into interest rates. There are many 
difficulties in the way, perhaps al- 
most insuperable, but, in any event, 
the banking and ccmmerce commit- 
tee will talk the matter over and re- 
port if anything can be done about it. 


This subject, the formal pronounce 
ment of the tariff board, the selec- 
tion of whom surprised everybody; 
(the withdrawal, as inopportune at the 
moment, of the Canadian flag pro- 
position, and a discussion on the de- 
Sirability of calling the country the 
Kingdom rather than the Dominion of 
Canada, and one on the parliament- 
ary representation of the provinces, 


were the highlights of the private 
members’ day. 
About debts and _ interest, the 


resolution of Alfred Speakman, of 
Red Deer, and what he had to say 
in support of it, emphasized the 
tremendous burden of debts of all 
kinds, totalling ‘twelve billions, and 
the relative burden of interest, 
which amounts to $720,600,000 a

The minister -of 
finance went somewhat further, point- 
ing out that Australia’s action was 
not on a parity; that that Dominion 
had not interfered with external debt 
though expressing a willingness that 
the question go to the committee for 
consideration, doubting it if could 
evolve any very effective contribution 
to recovery. Mr. Euler put in a word 
fcr the small householder who had 
lost his equity through failure to 
pay interest.

moment. 
Briefly it means ovarninent not by 
the patriarchs, not by the people, not 
by God, but by machines. 

Its proponents say that technical 
and mechanical efficiency has ad- 
vanced to such a stage that there is 
bound to be a continuous increase of 
unemployment unless the price sys- 
tem is,abandoned and some new 
form of exchange is inaugurated. 
They even suggest the idea of a 
working day of two hours. The rest 
of the time is to be spent—God 
knows how—for even our scant leis- 
ure cf today is often poorly utilized. 

The technocrats are not very sure 
as to what will happen in the future. 
They are certain they are on their 
way but their destination is indefin- 
ite. Technocracy is a religion. It 
must be accepted on faith, not reas- 
oned to conclusions. If you are a 
technocrat you are a technocrat by 
birth. You can’t help it. It is some- 
thing which seizes you and holds you 
tight. If you do not approach it from 
that angle but try to discuss it with 
calmness and reason your friends 
will pooh-pooh your remarks and as- 
sent that you are an age behind the 
times. Why doddle along on the 
shores of technocracy—jump in, the 
water's fine. So say the techno- 
crats! 

Let us turn to the facts, going with 
them where they go, taking ‘them 
just as they stand and trying to find 
out if the machines are putting men 
out of employment or if industry is 
over mechanized. Possibly we have 
adopted machines which do not pay. 
Wie may go backward or forward to 
more ‘hand work. The next movement 
of industry may be away from the 
machine or at least a partial drift in 
that direction. We may even change 
from the trust and integrated com- 
bine into smaller industries, estab- 
lished, not in our larger cities, but in 
the towns and country, giving those 
who toil a chance to live where they 
do not have to go twenty-five miles 
for a golf course and travel five or 
six miles to work. All these changes 


are possible—let us explore’ the 
road.

The Other Side 
But there igs another side to the 
story. Both labor and capital are nec- 
essary for the production of manufac- 
tured products. When we gain by 
the mechanization of industry, by 
reduction in the number of men em- 
ployed, we may lose by the increased 
cost of machinery which adds to cap- 
ital costs of operation due to inter- 
and the obsolesc- 
ence of the plant. Increased mech- 
anization is profitable only if the net‘ 
cost of production of the commod- 
ity is lower than it was before the 
mechanization took place. 
Further, mechanization may be pro- 
fitable if the plant can be operated to 
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be unprofitable if the plant ha to be 
operated at 50, 60 or 70 por cent of 
its capacity, or, as at present in the 
case of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, where it is running at less 
than 20 per cent of registered capac- 
ity. 

Not long ago, I asked a friend, a 
farmer M.P. in Western Canada, who 
owns a combine, if it paid him to own 
a combine. His answer was: “Yes 
and no! At one time it was profit- 
able. When labor was scarce and 
dear and uncertain, and when every- 
thing depended on getting the crop 
harvested at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, then it paid me to have a com- 
bine. Now, when labor costs less 
and is more reliable I would be bet- 
ter off with binders instead of the 
combine.” The same logic applies to 
a great many other industries. 

The Capital Cost 

What has been the change in the 
capital structure of Canadian manu- 
facturing enterprise since 1922? The 
following table table is illuminating. 

Capital investment in Canadian in- 
dustries — 1922, $3,244,302,00; 1928, 
$4,780,296,000; 1930, $5,203,316,000. 

It will be noticed that in 1928 there 
was an increased capital investment 
Over 1922 of $1,535,994,000 and in 
1930 the capitalization was greater 
than the capitalization of 1922 by $1,- 
959,014,000. 

There are some astonishing figures 
in connection with this statement of 
our industrial capital. ‘Capital in- 
creased between 1928 and 1930 near- 


ly $425,000,000. Production fell off 
$430,000,000. Surely in this case 
there was over mechanization. We 


moved too rapidly. There were 105,- 
000 employees less than there would 
have been in 1930 if industry had not 
been mechanized. But in order to 
Make this saving in labor costs it 
was necessary to add $1,959,014,000 
to capital. It seems probable, in the 
circumstances, that production costs 
would have been less with more men 
and fewer machines. 

If we assume that industry, on this 
increased capital, would be entitled 
to ten per cent to pay interest, de- 
stiches and obsolescence, and in 


ree | 


a world where technical changes are 
so rapid 10 per cent does not seem 
sufficient, we would have an annual 
capital charge of $195,000,000 in. or- 
der to eliminate the wage cost of 
105,000 men. The average -wage: in 
industry is $1,140 per year. The 
wage bill of these men if they had 
been employed would have been less 
than $120,000,000. It would seem, 
therefore, that the extent of mechan- 
ization of industry, in so far as Can- 
adian manufacturing is concerned, 
between 1922 and 1930, was not pro- 
fitable and that a great deal of the 
increase of production which took 
place during that period could have 
been brought about at less expense 
by employing more men and less ma- 
chinery. 
Large and Small Industry 

Nor is that surprising. We find in 
times like these, large industries 
having endless trouble, and smaller 
more compact organizations facing 
more readily the difficult competitive 
situation. Over expansion and over 
mechanization has been one of the 
major causes of the disruption of in- 
dustry. When business is at a 
peak, as it was in 1929, and plants 
can be operated at 100 per cent of 
their effective capacity, then tthe 
large plant, fully mechanized, with 
heavy capital costs and low wage 
costs may be efficient. When pro- 
duction is cut in two the high capital 
cost is a m ll-stone around the neck 
of efficient production. In the com- 
petitive field the organization with 
highly mechanized equipment faces a 
period of prolonged difficulty. 

When our industrial capital is in- 
creased in two years by nearly $420,- 
000,000, while during the same time 
production declined $340,000,000, as 
happened in Canada between 1928 
and 1930, then industry has not its 
troubles to seek, they are on its door- 
step. We have gone ahead piling up 
capital charges without regard to 
efficient production. Cost of pro- 
duction in Canadian industry are far 
too high—the market is killed by 
high prices. 

The Fruits of Progress 

It would be absurd to lay the 
blame for present unemployment in 
Canada on the mechanization of in- 
dustry. Employment was highest in 
1929 when war production, per cap- 
ita, was greater than in any other 
year except the war years. The total 
number of unemployed in Canada at 
the present time exceeds the number 
normally employed in Canadian man- 
ufacturing. The same is true of the

IN ’PEG SINCE 1899 


Winnipeg, Feb. 4. — Unrelenting 
winter whipped Manitoba with frigid 
blasts today as mercury drops 
brought the Jowest temperature in 
34 years. Temperatures in the east 
were falling as the cold wave passed 
eastwadr while relief -was promised 
from the west where the mercury 
was rising.

Consternation reigned in the dairy 
barns of Hays and Company at Tur- 
ner Siding at 5:30 am.

“I tried to work it off,” ‘was the 
frank excuse given recently by a 
middle-aged ‘man, ill in-bed, when told 
by his physician that he was suffer- 
ing from pneumonia... A battle be- 
tween life and death was the price 
this man paid for his neglect of a 
cold. 

“Tl die before ['m operated. on,’ 
is a statement that is not  infre- 
quently made. The individual who 
makes the statement often gets his 
wish. Conditions which require sur- 
gical care, unless given such care, 
usually grows worse and worse until 
it may be too late evan to save life. 
Excluding accidents, it is cases such 
as these which constitute the major- 
ity of emergency operations, 
number of deaths after 
operations is much higher than dt is 
in ordinary surgical cases. The ne-| 
glected appendix and hernia are typ- 
ical examples. 

“I thought it was only a_ sore! 
throat,” exclaims the = distracted 
mother to the doctor attending her | 
child who is critically iss with diph- 
theria. And yet, time and time agaon, ! 
she had read in the newspapers, had! 
been told by her doctor, or had learn- 
ed at the Health Centre how this 
tragic disease could be prevented by 
the simple injection of toxoid. Thou- | 
sands of cases of diphtheria occur 
annually in all countries, some more, 
some less, depending upon the num- 
ber of children who have been pro- 

tected against diphtheria by im- 
“munization. Last year, six hundred 
-and thirty-five deaths occurred in 
Canada from diphtheria. The vast 
majority of these lives could «have 
‘been saved had diphtheria antitoxin 
‘been given soon enough. Two weap- 
‘ons which are available, one for pre- 
Sention and another for treatment, 
were not put to use. 

Three types of individuals found 
in every’ community‘have been brief- 
ly described. In ‘addition to them is 
the: unskilled person who takes upon 
himself the role of medical adviser. 
Peoplé of this type belong to a group 
happily ‘becoming‘ fewer, who not on- 
ly’ do"'not avail thhemsélves of ‘the 
benefits of medical science, but who 
exercise ‘all in their power to keep 
thesé'* benefits from others. Count- 
less lives would be saved yearly, and 
much suffering and poverty would be 
avoided if’ advantage were taken of 
medical. resources which are now 
available. These resources should 
be used by everybody; children es- 
pecially should be: given that protec- 
tion from disease which is theirs by 
right.

CANADIAN LUTHERAN BIBLE 
INSTITUTE ORGANIZED 


The Canadian Lutheran Bible InstJ- 
tute was permanently established 
when interested Lutherans from the 
entire province met in Camrose to 
form the Canadian Lutheran Bible In- 
stitute Association. 

The four synods which joined hands 
to form the association were the Aug- 


ustana Synod,- the Lutheran’ Free 
Church, the Norwegian Lutheran 
Chureh, and the United Danish Luth- 
eran Church. About one hundred 


people pledged their support as char- 
ter members in the association which 
adcopted a constitution and elected the 
following people on the permanent 
Board of Trust*es: Rev. A. Franzen, 
Edmonton; Rev. A. Nelson, Sask- 
atoon; Mr. Lilliedahl, Wetaskiwin; 
Rev. J. Rodvik, Donalda, Mr. Mo~ 
land, Edberg; Mr. John Trotland, Ed- 
beg; Rev. A. Tveit, Edberg; Rev. A. 
M. Vnje, Lake Alma, Sask.; Mr. B. 
M Anderson, Bardo; Rev. V. Beck, 
Winnipeg; Mr. Niels Pederson, Ed- 
monton, and Miss Nielson, Stettler. 

The beginning to the Bible school 
was made at Camrose last fall by a 
temporary committee. The term end- 
ing with Christmas holidays found 
sixty-one students in attendance. 
while the term ending on March 5, 
has over seventy-five. The summer 
school of the C.L,B.I. will open’ in 
July and the fall term in November. 

At present the teaching staff con- 
sists of Rev. P. Nyholm, Dean of the 
Institute, Rev. G. M. Trygstad, Rev. 
Erickson, Prof. H. Ronning and Miss 
C. Martinson. They have in their 
course of study Genesis. Isaiah, John, 
Matthew, Acts, Bible Doctrine, 
Church History, Christian Education, 
and Public Speaking. Besides these 
instruction is given in English and 
gymnastics. 


Great interest_in_..the school has 


been shown throughout the Luther- 
an Church bodies in Canada. The ma- 


jority of the students have come 
from Alberta, but British Columbia 
and Saskatchewan are also repre- 


sented in the student body. 


CANADIAN CREDIT 
IN UNITED STATES 


It has sometimes appeared that the 
United States, preoccupied by its own 
affairs, has not appreciated Cana- 
da’s debt difficulties. Surely, argued 
the Canadian, Ainericans should take 
more interest in the Canadian dollar 
when the United States have such a 
big stake in it. 

There may have been justiication 
for the complaint. Nevertheless, it 
has never deterred the Canadians 
from following a rigid program of 
self-help to the end that every cent 
of debt should be paid as it fell due. 
This has been achieved. And as usu- 
ally happens, self-help has not only 
collected: its own reward, but has now 
gained the recognition of the United 
States. 

Recently $60,000,000 of Canadian 
notes, for use in refunding maturing 
obligations, were subscribed for in 
New York within half an hour. There 
has also been in progress a_ quiet 
accumulation by “Americans of Cana- 
dian securities. Such developments 
mark a flight to the Canadian dollar 
and reveal themselves in a conse 
quent strengthening of it.—Christian 
Science Monitor.
